On the 17th May 1940, at about 9.30 a.m. I was 
arrested in my flat in Dolphin Square, 507 Collingwood 
House, all my letters and correspondence were searched, 

I was driven in a car to my office where my employee, 

Miss Rink, was also arrested and all books and correspond- 
ence was searched and the keys taken. Miss Rink and I 
were then driven to Scotland Yard where Miss Rink was 
detained, and I proceeded to the provisional Internment 
Camp, Oratory School, Stewarts Grove, Chelsea, S.W.3. - In 
the afternoon of the same day, there was an interrogation 
and I gained the impression that so far as the Officials 
understood the activities of our Company and of another 
Company with whom we had business connections, they were 
regarded as subversive activities. 

Up to the present moment no definite accusation and 
no clear reason for the strange treatment was given to me, 
I was left to guess it from remarks made during the 
audience, I was asked: "Have you any enemies here?" 

I must suppose that some denunciation was at the root of 
all these proceedings. Now, I am convinced of the 
absolute sincerity and integrity of myself and of my 
partner. It will naturally be necessary to inquire: who 
was interested in such an unfounded denunciation? And 
there are, according to my opinion, only two quarters 


wherefrom such a denunciation could have come: 


1) Business Competition. We had a monopoly for certain 


sorts of furs demanded on the London and New York market. 

A position certainly envied by many other dealers. As 
Garlic Hill is not an Ethical Society, and the elimination 
of a successful competitor by all means may be a temptation 


for many, a dirty trick from those quarters cannot be 
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excluded beforehand. 


2) Nazi sympathizers, may try through certain channels - 


to switch off the struggle of the authorities against the 


fifth column - to the hunting and incarceration of 


notorious anti-nazi and friendly aliens. The present 


moment may be regarded as extremely well chosen for such 


& perversion and deviation of the Government's actions 


now in course. 

You will understand, dear Mr. Mackay, that after 
all the harm and real damage that has been done to my firm 
by my arrest and the closing of my office, and remembering 
my opinions I expressed to you repeatedly about the danger 
of Nazi aggression, I am willing and ready to do all I 
can, to destroy any suspicion against my firm and against 
myself. I hope to succeed in these endeavours, 

It may perhaps be not superfluous to mention it, 
although you know it well, that neither I nor my firm 
have done anything against the laws or against the 
interests of this Country. We always scrupulously 
observed all regulations and did not spare expenses for 
the spotless conduct of business under the supervision of 
chartered accountants, Taxation-Experts, Brokers and 
Bankers - Moreover you know well that although business 
was declining since the outbreak of the war, we suffered 
losses rather than closing the firm, having confidence in 
the future. 

Anyhow, as the matters have developed now, I deem it 
the best, to give you an exact characteristic of our 
business, in order to enable you to appeal to the 


Authorities in basis of those facts and arguments, and to 
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defend the interests of my firm and of myself, whenever 
the occasion should arise. Will you please therefore 
notice as follows 

Business of the Far Eastern Fur Trading Co. Ltd. 

The basis of my firm's activity was the sale of con- 
Signments of furs, of Mongolian and of Chinese provenience 
The greatest part of those consignments were sent from 
Outer Mongolia, and were obtained during the spring and 
autumn hunting periods in that country. The furs 
consisted of marmots, foxes, Kitfoxes, wolves, lynx, 
squirrels and others, but of these the marmots were of the 
first importance, The yield of the spring shooting of 
marmots was sold in London, the autumn shooting was the 
bigger part chiefly sold in the United States of America. 
The furs in London were sold in basis of price limits I 


gave in Auctions or through my broker mainly. Those 


sent to New York were consigned to the Pacific Merchandise 


Corporation New York, who sold them under Dr. Hoczower's 
(my partner) instruction and supervision. The goods were 
sent by Monzenkoop (Contrae of Mongolian Cooperatives) in 
Urga - Ulam Bator Choto - (Mongolia) The Station of 
"Wastwag" there, who after 1934 (about) had gained her 
independence from the Berlin house, provided for specifica- 
tion, packing and forwarding. 

The goods were sent from Urga and other collection 
centers by every transport-mean to the nearest station of 
the Transsiberian Railway and proceeded thence to 
Leningrad for shipment to London or to New York. In 
Leningrad, twice a year, official Fur Auctions were held 
which were attended by business men of all countries, 


mostly from U.S.A. The British Empire, Poland, Germany, 
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France and smaller countries. The prices fixed at the 
auctions in Leningrad were more or less definite for the 
world market, with regard to the sorts of furs sold there. 
We used the occasion and offered the goods which at the 

time of the auction happened to be in Leningrad, The 
winding up of the auction business in Leningrad was affected 
by the Soynspushnina (State Organisation for the sale of 
furs) in basis of the price limits given by my firm, The 


payments obtained for auction sales were remitted to us by 


cheque, after deduction of a commission due to Soynspushnina 
as Organisers of the auction, We sold at those auctions 
only a part of the goods, shipping the main bulk as 
mentioned above, and trying to make the best at further 
sales in New York and London, This of course, has only to 
do with periods before the outbreak of war, as afterwards 
neither auctions in or shipments via Leningrad took place, 
The spring auction there in 1940 was cancelled. 

Our business was a very important one, as the yearly 
harvest in marmots hunting alone was about one and a half 
million, the average price between all grades and spring and 
autumn quality being about $l a piece. As mentioned above, 
we also did a great deal of business in wolf, fox, Kitfox, 
and squirrels furs of Mongolian origin. 

The sums realised by the sale of furs were placed with 
our bankers for disposal of the shippers and owners. We 
sent periodically accounts to Urga-Mongolia, crediting the 
total amounts of sales, and debiting shortages, commissions, 
freights, custom duties, and other expenses advanced on 
the merchandise, We received then confirmations or claims 
on those accounts, as the case might have been, and also 
orders for remittances in cheques or for payments on 


purchases» effected by the shippers abroad. 
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We had also some consignments of Chinese furs, Kidplates 
Lanbplates, Ponies, Chinese Marmots, Cow Hides, which were 
sent by the*Pacific Merchandise Corp. New York* as part of 
a business which they had with thd Oriental Trading & 


Engineering Corp, New Yorys As those furs could not be sold 


easily in New York, we received them for sale in London on 
Commission basis, We have sold the greater part of these 
goods here and credited the Oriental Trading with the 
proceeds, Another part of those goods, unsaleable here, 
was sent back to New York; Expenses for freight, duties 
ete. incurred, were debited to the owners. 

About other dates concerning our Company, you as our 
Solicitor are fully informed. I am naturally prepared to 
give you any further particular informations, should you 
need them, 

When you will read these lines, and reflect upon them, 
dear Mr, Mackay, it will perhaps be easy for you to under- 
stand that our main business, I mean the commercial 
connection with the Mongolian committents, was based on our 
activity as scrupulously honest brokers, and on the 
confidence the committents had in us as such, 

Mongolia is a very poor country, although of the size 
of about France and Germany together. There are no proper 
roads, only one stonebuilt town, no agriculture, no industry. 
The epigenes of the world conducting Djingis Khan are today 
an extremely backward people with a terribly declining 
birth rate, devoured by diseases which in the course of 
centuries had become endemic, and barred from civilisation 
by their infiltration with lamaism (a third of the populatim 
consists of Lamas - priest). Their only source of wealth is 
hunting and cattling. All commodities beside furs and 


cattle, must be imported, even bread and vegetables - In 
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Such a state of things it was extremely important for our 
Mongolian commitents, to get the right price for their goods 
on the markets. The more they got the more they were able 
to procure for their country 411 the commodities needed, as 
Sanitary plants, medicaments, machinery, means of transport of 
all kinds as motorcars lorries and passenger planes, textiles 
as wool, cotton and silk clothes, means of education, tools, 
instruments, furniture ete, etc. Although they tried their 
best to exercise a certain control of the market for their 
exported goods, this control would have been in vain, if they 
would have had to deal with ruthless exploiting money makers. 
This was the basic position of our business. This was also 
the reason why offers from other dealers might have been 
refused. You will understand now how great the interest of 
competitors might have been, to eliminate us by a trick, by a 
denunciation, when they were unable to beat us in free 
competition, They might have regarded their way as free - 
if we ceased to exist, if the Director of the Far Eastern was 
arrested and his office closed. Having confidence in the 
authorities of this country, I refuse to believe that sucha 
scheme will succeed. 

Wastwag. 

During the first interrogation the name of the "Wastwag" 
was mentioned and I had the impression that the business 
connection of my firm with branches of the "Wastwag" had 
created misapprehension, I deem it necessary therefore, to 
state clearly what this connection meant, 


I will not and cannot describe particulars of the

"Wastwag" as capital invested, number of shareholders, 


aiken 
balance results ete. I do not know those dates which can 


easily be found investigating the archives of the Chamber of 


Commerce, The Wastwag was such an important enterprising, 
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that dates of this kind are available beyond doubt. I will 
therefore limit myself to tell you what according to what I 
know the essential characteristics of the Wastwag activity 
has been. You will in this way be able to Oppose any allegations 
which do not correspond to the truth 

I myself have never been in any connection with the 
“Wastwag" before 1936, when I was receiving sortiments of goods, 
which had been delivered by some branch of the "Wastwag", 
Sheepcasings and Hogeasings. 


The "Wastwag" was founded, I believe about 1924, and the 


~—6 Bu name of this abbreviation was: Wast-Ostemopaische Waren 


Austausch Aktringerellschaft. As the name indicates, it was a 
Company founded when after the treaty of Rapallo, the economic 
policy of the democratic German minister Walthar Rathenau, and 
the introduction of NEP (new economic policy) Period in Russia, 
the commercial connections of European capital and enterprisings 
with the East were stimulated and revived. The purpose so far 
as I know was to bring raw material from Russia, Mongolia, China 
and other countries of the Far East to Germany and other 
@ivrcpean countries, and to supply in exchange all the industrial 
products and commodities which those countries did not produce 
themselves. The business so far as I know, was not run on a 
strict barter system in so far as probably no exact balance of 
imported and exported goods had to prevail. Now - such a 
Bus in coweneeaea very large investments, as the imported goods 
consignments could not always be sold at once, but had to be 
Stored and sometimes re-assorted, and had to wait for an adequate 
demand by the market. On the other side, requirements by 
shippers had sometimes to be met before the sale of the imported 


material was effected, 
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For this reason mobilisation of capital on a large scale 
was necessary, and the "Wastwag" succeeded in this endeavour 
I believe in mobilising its resources especially with the 
Deutsch Asiatische Bank, -the Dresdner Bank, the Deutsche 
Dirkout Bank and others, in form of advances on shipments, 
mortgage on stores, and/or open credits. In this way they were 
able to place their orders with the German and other industries. 
The “Wastwag" had established stations for collecting, assorting, 


drying and confectioning of furs and casings, (hog casings and 


@ oncep casings) cow hides, goat skins and goathairs and other 


articles throughout the Far East. After the throwing over of 
the NEP Policy in Russia, the Russian branch of the "Wastwag" 
like those of other european enterprisings had to clear out. 
Business of the "Wastwag" was from that time on limited to 
Mongolia (where those restrictions were not applied) and China 
chiefly. So far as I know, the business with Mongolia and 
China was a very important one, and special motorcars were 
built for crossing the roadless country from one border to the 
og other, collecting raw materials, and delivering commodities. 
| This state of things prevailed until the seizure of power in 
Germany by Hitler. 

It seems to me that surveying the activity of the "Wastwag" 
as mentioned, it would be impossible to find even a trace of 
subversive activity, as alleged by the authorities by whom I 
was interrogated. 

Whatever could be said about German Banks, one thing is 
certain, that they never would have supported any leftist 
subversive action, On the other side it is also certain that 
the leading personalities in that time, who worked in the sense 
of liberal business development, had nothing whatsoever to do 


with any supporting of the rising Nazi avalanche. They could 
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not do that in consequence of their racial belonging and of their 
liberal free-trade convictions, as even up to the last time, many 
of liberal thinking free-traders among the German business men 
were strongly opposed to the Nazi Regime, 

After the seizure of power by Hitler, the Wastwag like all 
firms in Germany had to undergo a process of Nazification, 


That meant: Without regard to ability, capacity, and merits 


the leading men of the Company who had built up the business - 


found it impossible to continue their work and were compelled to 
we: thdraw. 

Now, an analogy may be allowed: You know that the London 
Fur Market (and this applies in a certain degree also to the 
New York Market) was very stimulated and on a large scale built 
up by non-arian Fur Merchants who were before in Leipzig, and 
emigrating from there, brought new business to this country.
